CLASSICS FOR PEANUTS? 


‘Y is it that spectators, who don’t hesitate to pay far 
higher prices for other attractions, grumble their way 
through the soccer turnstiles at Olympic Park? 
The combined gamble in importing two top-ranking Euro- 
pean soccer teams to Australia, comprising 42 personnel, 
totalled the colossal sum of £44,000! 


With only a tiny fraction of this gigantic gamble at stake, 
the A.B.C. asks from 12/6 to 21/- to hear a single artist like 
Claudio Arrau, the Stadium gets from 8/- to 20/- from anyone 
interested in its perverted brand of “wrestling,” the racing 
clubs get 15/- for any part of the course from which the races 
can be seen, and the promoters of Dame Margot Fonteyn’s 
visit demanded — and got — from 30/- to £5 per seat for 
her 20-minute appearances. 

An hour’s profitless foolishness at Luna Park or the local 
pub could cost a great deal more than admission to Olympic 
Park’s top classics. With to-day’s costs for transport, accom- 
modation, and guarantees at fantastic heights, the Australian 
Soccer Association feels that the importation of top-class 
tourists involves a chancy risk of such large dimensions that 
they are unwilling to undertake further tours. 

But, realising the benefits these tours bring to our soccer 
standards, they accepted offers made by individuals to back 
tours, win or lose. 

So far, with half the Austrian and Hungarian tours com- 
pleted, Mr. Max Gold, of Vienna, and Mr. Jack Skolnik, of 
Melbourne, both look like losing heavily on their fabulous 
gambles. 

The only winners, then, would be those who own the foot- 
ball grounds and get their percentage, win or lose; the visiting 
clubs, who get their guarantees, win or lose — and the spec- 
tators, who can’t lose! 

Considering the class of soccer that has been brought 
here for his entertainment, the spectator has nothing to 
grumble about where admittance prices are concerned.
